Animal 
graveyard 
out of 

town's hands

Many motorists may not 
know they are travelling 
alongside an unfenced grave¬ 
yard filled with road kill from 
across the region. 

Not far from where the 
Queen Elizabeth Way—one of 
Canada's busiest highways— 
meets Glendale Avenue, a 
property owned by the 
Ontario Ministry of 
Transportation (MTO) is 
being used as a resting site for 
discarded road kill. 

When councillor Martin 
Mazza heard about a dog, a 
young St. Catharines boy’s 
pet, that was found discarded 
in a patch of tall grass at the 
south end of Townline Road— 
he was left with a few ques¬ 
tions. 

He asked town staff to 
investigate, and planned to 
visit the site himself, but 
admitted to being deeply dis¬ 
turbed by some photographs 
he saw.

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Stampede breaks with 45-year tradition

It's official—the event that 
has been a Virgil tradition for 
45 years will be open all three 
days this Victoria Day week- 

Also new this year, and the 
main reason for the three-day 
event, is the Virgil Stampede 
Home and Leisure Show. 

Each year, members of the 
Virgil Business Association, 
which organizes the 
Stampede, try to do some¬ 
thing different to widen the 
attraction of the event. 

Over the years members 
have discussed events that 
could take place inside the 
arenas, and different forms of 
entertainment, from craft 


shows to concerts, have been 

This year, the membership 
voted to go ahead with a 
Home and Leisure Show, with 
up to 120 vendors in the two 
arenas at Centennial Sports 
Park in Virgil. 

Dave Dick, president of the 
VBA, says there has never 
been a need for a three-day 
event, but this year, to attract 
vendors, the Sunday opening 
was necessary. 

"The vendors weren't 
interested in setting up for 
Saturday and Monday," he 
said. 

"They wanted the three- 

the organizers of the trade 
show, a "whole new venture 
that is new and exciting," said 
Dick. 

With six weeks to go to the 
Stampede, the arenas are 
nearly booked and the home 
show is shaping up to be a 
financial success, he said, 
although there are some 


booths available. 

Other activities, such as 
the food concessions, rides 
and nickel sale, will also be 
open Sunday. 

The Stampede evolved 
from a group of Virgil neigh¬ 
bours getting together to set 
off fireworks for their families. 
But these neighbours also 
provided pony rides for the 
kids, on the grounds of the 
former Virgil School proper¬ 
ty- 

That grew to become the 
Virgil Stampede, which was 
held in 1965 at the Virgil 
Sports Park, with the first 
horse show attracting com¬ 
petitors from around the 
province. 

The next year 75 cents 
admission was charged, with 
proceeds going to the 
Centennial Arena, which was 
officially opened Victoria Day, 
1967, during the Stampede. In 
total, the Virgil Business 
Association contributed more 
than $150,000 to the arena, 
their largest donation yet 


It was two years later, with 
amusement rides and horse 
shows, that the Stampede 
became a two-day event. 

Since then, the VBA has 
donated more than $1 million 
to the community, and this 
year, has committed $125,000 
toward a splash pad, pavilion 
and accessible washrooms 
the Town will construct at the 
sports park, with work begin¬ 
ning in September to be ready 
for May or June, 2013. 

That's another reason for 
the home show and three-day 
event, said Dick—that money 
is committed, putting extra 
pressure on the VBA to maxi¬ 
mize their fundraising oppor¬ 
tunities. 

The home and leisure 
show will offer a 'man cave' in 
the Centennial Arena—look 
for Penner Building Centre, 
Niagara Motors and Jagz 
Repairs, Minor Brothers and 
ESkoot, among others, says 
organizer Nancy Voogt. 

In the Meridian Credit 
Union lobby will be a kids' 


club, with Mad Science, infor¬ 
mation about baseball camp 
and YMCA day camps, and 
other activities for youth. 

Voogt says to expect find 
everything from information 
on renovations, landscaping, 
giftware, fashions andjewelry, 
banking and RRSP advice— 
there isn't much that won't be 


covered in the Meridian 
Credit Union Arena. 

There will also be a silent 
auction, with gifts donated by 
the vendors participating.

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Federal funding 
for 1812 trickling in 


Volunteers seek 
funding from the 
community for 
bicentennial 
events

As 1812 bicentennial 
opening celebrations 
approach, many organizers 
continue to wait to hear 
about federal funding for 
the events they are plan¬ 
ning. 

Tony Chisholm, chair of 
the local 1812 celebrations 


forging ahead seeking 
financial support from the 
community, both business¬ 
es and individuals. 

His committee has 
applied for federal funding 
from the 1812 
Commemorative Fund for 
Niagara under Fire, an 
event to be held in 
December, 2013. To be held 
in Market Square over two 
days, with a video that will 
tell the story of the burning 
of the town on a huge 
screen, a fireworks display 
with real flames at ground 
level and a finale of "close 
proximity" pyrotechnics, he 
hopes the event will explain 
the impact of the burning of 
the town, and plans to have 
a commemorative video 


filmed as a lasting legacy 
for schools and the next 
generation. 

He is hoping for federal 
funding to cover half the 
cost, and while he waits for 
his answer, he is busy rais¬ 
ing money to pay for the 
other half—or 100 per cent 
of the event, if the federal 
grant falls through. 

Others working on major 
events such as Niagara 
under Occupation, which 
would see students dressed 
as period American soldiers 
on the downtown streets of 
NOTL from May to 
December, 2013, and the 
recreation of the Laura 
Secord Trek, have also 
applied and are hoping for 
good news from the second 
phase of funding. Those 
events will also go ahead, 
with or without good news 
from the federal govern- 

Both the Niagara 
Historical Museum and a 
sound and light show to be 
produced locally were 
recipients during the first 
wave of applications, with 
funding announced last 
month, but not everyone 
who has applied to date has 
been successful. 

Chisholm said he 
believes the government 
had many more applica¬ 
tions than was anticipated, 
both large and small, likely 
making it difficult for all to

be approved. 

While he hopes to hear 
by the end of the summer, 
he isn't sitting back waiting 
for good news—he's fund¬ 
raising for events that will 
go on, with or without fed¬ 
eral funding. 

"If we get what we asked 
for, we can put on a really 
good show. But if we don't 
get the funding we've 


applied for, the event will 
go on. It might be a little 
quieter, a little less spec¬ 
tacular.” 

But the expensive large- 
screen TV and the movie 
will go ahead, he said. 

"That's what will explain 
to school kids that the town 
burned, and rose out of the 
ashes, that the beautiful 
Regency buildings in NOTL 


today came from the post¬ 
war era, after all the houses 
made out of wood burned 
to the ground.” 

But other events by other 
committees are at this point 
in question, and might not 
proceed—organizers are 
still waiting to hear whether 
they will receive federal 
support.

Ken Rive is 
^ ready to let 
M someone else 
“ take charge of 
town buildings

Ken Rive is one of the 
select, fortunate people who 
wakes up in the morning 
looking forward to the chal¬ 
lenges of his work day—and 
has for more than 40 years. 

He began working for the 
town's parks and recreation 


department part-time as a 
seasonal summer employee. 
His jobs included cleaning 
the arena after a lacrosse 
game—a big job considering 
the games drew large 
crowds—and trimming 
around trees in town parks 
by hand. 

He got that first job at age 
16, he said, because the man 
who hired him asked if he 
knew how to line out ball 
diamonds, which he did, 
and proceeded to explain 
just how it was done. 

When that became one of 
his responsibilities, it set the 
standard for how Rive would 
continue to work for the 
remainder of his career. He 
admits to being very partic¬ 


ular about jobs being done 
properly—if the distance 
between bases was sup¬ 
posed to be 46 feet, for 
example, one inch more or 
less wasn't good enough, it 
had to be exactly 46 feet. 

That would be the work 
ethic that he carried through 
a job that became full-time 
when he finished high 
school, cleaning the ice in 
the arena on a Massey 
Ferguson tractor that pulled 
an ice cleaner behind, and 
looking after building main¬ 
tenance-including clean¬ 
ing washrooms, among 
other tasks. 

As the town grew, so did 
the number of buildings and 
parks—and washrooms, he 


recalls. 

"The job just evolved over 
the years. In the beginning, 
some of the services were 
contracted out, but gradual¬ 
ly the town took over the 
maintenance of the Court 
House, the Community 
Centre, the library and the 
administration building." 

John VandenRerg was his 
supervisor for most of his 
career, but eventually, the 
job description was divided 
so that VandenBerg, who 
was a horticulturalist, took 
over the parks and Rive took 
over the buildings. 

"My strong point was 
construction and mainte¬ 
nance," says Rive. 

When the first arena 
underwent a million-dollar 
renovation, before he had 
become a lead hand and 
without any formal training, 
Rive was asked to oversee 
the project, and did it hap¬ 
pily. 

He went on to oversee the 
construction of a new pool 
at Memorial Park, the 
Meridian Credit Union 
Arena and the community 
centre. 

He has always enjoyed 
being the "go-to" guy when a 
project is undertaken, or a 
question arises that needs a 
quick answer—he does his 
homework, and he likes 
meeting challenges head- 

And the Town benefited 
from that, says Parks and 
Recreation director Clive 


Ken Rive has made his mark in town. In addition to his work as 
facilities supervisor, he oversaw the design and construction of 
several major town projects, including the renovation of the 
Centennial Arena, the new Memorial Pool and the building of 
the Community Centre and the Meridian Credit Union Arena.

"His was a real success 
story. It's a credit to Ken that 
he not only took his career to 
the level of facilities supervi¬ 
sor, but that he was able to 
oversee the design and con¬ 
struction of some major 
projects. That was extremely 
fortunate for us." 

When the town decided 
to develop Rye Heritage 
Park, Rive had about a half- 
hour crash course on how to 
operate a grader, "and away 
we go. That's what I love 
about my job—the challeng¬ 
es, and the fact that it's dif¬ 
ferent every day. I really love 
my job." 

So why is he retiring, at 
the age of 57? 

The obvious answer 
might be the completion of 
the community centre—al¬ 
though he could have taken 
his full pension a couple of 


years ago, the building of the 
new facility was a huge job 
for him to oversee, and one 
he thoroughly enjoyed, 
although it did take away 
time from his first love—the 

In fact, although he has 
received accolades for his 
role in the completion of the 
community centre on time 
and on budget, he says the 
new arena project was prob¬ 
ably more personally fulfill¬ 
ing to him. 

But he did, in part, stay 
on to see it through, and 
then, on his wife's advice, 
realized he would be better 
off personally leaving in the 
spring, with busy summer 
activities to look forward 
to, such as cottage time 
with his grandchildren.

And it's not as if it was difficult for him 
to keep coming to work every day. 

While Rive came to his job without 
any real training, he did have a huge 
interest in the maintenance jobs he was 
asked to tackle. He had also always been 
involved in and loved sports, and he felt 
very fortunate to be maintaining the 
town's sports facilities, providing them 
for other youth, he said. 

And he has always taken great pride in 
his job and the facilities he has main- 

"But it's not just me. We have great 
facilities, and all the staff take pride in 
them as well. We get lots of compliments 
from residents." 

He sets the schedule, which makes 
sure, among other givens, that wash¬ 
rooms are cleaned daily—he wouldn't 
want his wife, or anyone else, for that 
matter, complaining that the washrooms 
aren't acceptable. 

"I believe our staff members take pride 
in everything they do, right down to resur¬ 
facing the ice. They care about what kind 
of product they leave behind." 

The arenas are painted every yeat he 
says, including the floors, as soon as the 
ice comes out—that is part of the rou¬ 
tine. 

And whatever needs to be done, Rive 
has, at some point, done it himself 

"I've cleaned lots of toilets, and done 
jobs much worse. I have no problem ask¬ 
ing my staff to do any job, because I've 
done it myself. That's what we're all here 
for." 

There is no doubt that his staff respect 
him, and have made his standards their 
standards. 

"He has tremendous respect from all 
his employees and co-workers and cer¬ 
tainly over the years was instrumental in 
passing along his many skills," says Buist 

"He also set the bar for an exemplary 
work ethic. That's one of the reasons we 


are confident about that the years to 
come, without him, although he leaves a 
tough act to follow." 

He's had a hand in hiring them all, and 
has hired from within whenever possi¬ 
ble—that has not only developed a strong 
staff of dedicated individuals, but has also 
led to good succession planning—Hans 
Paul, who has also worked at the arena for 
years, will take over his job, and Paul's job 
is also being filled from within. 

And he has no doubt that the facilities 
will continue to be kept to the same exact¬ 
ing standards, he says—if they are not, 
then he will take the blame for not having 
done his job properly. 

If he has one regret, one job that he is 
leaving unfinished, it's the status of two 
part-time employees who work full-time 
hours. They don't receive the benefits of 
full-time staff, and although he has tried 
several times to change that, there ate 
always budget issues, and he's always 
been told 'it's not a good year' to increase 
the costs to the department "It's never a 
good year to spend more money," he 
says, "but I wish I could have done that for 

His choice to leave now, he says, was 
mostly driven by a desire to leave while he 
was still effective in his job. 

"I don't want to be the old fart that 
held on too long. They always say there's 
a right time to leave a party, and I want to 
go out on a high note. It's not going to be 
easy to leave, but it's the right time for me 
to go." 

Because he has been a town employee 
for so long and is so well-known in the 
town where he grew up, married and 
raised his family, his retirement party is 
open to the public. 

It's being held Friday, April 27, at the 
community centre—doors open at 4:30 
p.m, presentations are at 5:45 p.m. and 
dinner is at 6:30 p.m. Tickets are $15 per 
person, include dinner and are available 
at the recreation office.

It's time to talk about Virgil School site 


Residents who are interested in 
what might happen to the property of 
the very historic former Virgil School 
should attend a meeting that will be 
held Saturday morning at the com¬ 
munity centre. 

Officially, it's the Virgil School 
Urban Design Workshop. It will be led 
by consultants from Quartek, and 
three of the town's planning staff will 
be present to hear what is said. 

It's an opportunity for Virgil resi¬ 
dents and business owners who have 
a vested interest in a very important 
piece of property in the urban viUage 
to have their say about what they 
would like to see. 

Should it be residential? 
Commercial? A mix? 

Is there an opportunity to use the 
historic portion of the school? 

The workshop will look at preferred 
development options for the site, and 
potential land uses, with an emphasis 
on urban design. 

The property has been sold, and 


the owners will likely be there to hear 
what neighbours would like to see on 
the site. They won't be bound by any¬ 
thing that is discussed, there will be 
no decisions made, hut the conversa¬ 
tion will be helpful to both the owners 
as they decide what to do with the 
property and the council when they 
are asked for rezoning. 

It's only a morning out of your 
time—Saturday, April 14, from 9:30 
p.m. to 1 p.m. 

And Second Cup will be providing 
free coffee and muffins. 

It's an important site in the devel¬ 
opment of Virgil. Its future should be 
considered meaningful to neigh¬ 
bours, and they should have their

More answers are needed about N0TL dumping ground for dead animals 


It's a provincial 
matter, but it's in 
NOTL and 
should be han¬ 
dled differently 

When I strolled into the 
office on Monday morning 
ready to report on this week’s 
news, I began by looking at 
the town's information pack¬ 
age, prepared for councillors 
and available to the media. 

That's when I came across 
an update about the animal 
graveyard that sits next to 
die Queen Elizabeth Way 
where the highway meets 
Glendale Avenue. 

The Ministry of 
Transportation of Ontario 
(MTO) owns the property

and wild animals that are 
struck and killed by motor¬ 
ists on the QEW, are laid to 
rest there—that's a polite 
way to say dumped uncere¬ 
moniously. 

The ministry has con¬ 
tracted with a third-party 
business to collect these ani¬ 
mals left on the road and 


dispose of them. 

The site could be easily 
missed by thousands of cars 
that pass by every day and it 
came as a shock to the coun¬ 
cillors and town staff of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake when 
Councillor Martin Mazza 
asked about the animal 
graveyard during a March 
council meeting. 

Mazza learned about a 
young boy from St. 
Catharines who had lost his 
beloved family pet —a beau¬ 
tiful dog that was struck by a 
car. The dog was found in 
the graveyard where more 
than 100 other animal car¬ 
casses, mostly coyotes and 
deer, had been piled. 

Mazza asked for the Town 
to investigate why those ani¬ 
mals are placed there. 


Since then, the Town has 
contacted the ministry and 
asked for their policy on the 
disposal of dead animals, 
and an enforcement offlcer 
from the Town has visited 
the site. 

The MTO told Town staff 
it is their policy to remove 
road kill from the QEW and 
bury it on the site in NOTL. 
If it’s at all possible, dog 
owners are supposed to be 
notified if their animals are 
killed on the highway. If the 
animal’s owner cannot be 
found, the Lincoln County 
Humane Society is supposed 
to be notified. 

I spoke to Rolf Wiens, the 
Town’s manager of enforce¬ 
ment, who says the Town 
will monitor the site on a 
monthly basis and report 


back to the MTO if the third- 
party business contracted to 
do tiie job hasn't properly 
disposed of the animals. 

But there isn’t much that 
can be done —even though 
the site is in NOTL, it’s not in 
the Town's jurisdiction. 

Mazza has informed me 
that gravel has been laid 
over the animals to cover 
them but he plans on visit¬ 
ing the site this week and 
investigating into the issue 

After seeing photos of the 
graveyard, I felt queasy and I 
have to admit I almost lost 
my lunch —and not because 
the food I ate was too 
greasy. 

The photos I saw were 
shocking. No animal 
deserves to be treated that 


I think there are still many 
questions that need to be 
asked —how long has this 
graveyard existed? Is there 
tiie possibility that the ani¬ 
mals dumped there could 
spread disease? Are there 
other beloved family pets 
there? 

Mazza has said he is com¬ 
mitted to finding answers to 
these questions and he plans 
to meet with various indi¬ 
viduals to get them. 

I think his concern for the 
well being of the community 
should be commended. 

He plans on visiting the 
site this week—an awful 
experience that I can’t even 
begin to imagine. 

I hope at least some good 
comes of it.

On closer inspection I 
found it to be where I had 
planted a Sand Cherry some 
years ago. The tree that is 
blooming is actually from 
the root stock that the Sand 
Cherry had been grafted on 
to. I am hoping I can just 
leave it alone as it is very 
pretty and maybe it can be 
called a 'bonus: 

I am keeping a close eye 
on some of my grasses as 
they seem very reluctant to 
come up in the cold. 

So far I have resisted going 


on a buying spree or touring 
the nurseries as I am not 
good at resisting buying and 
everything starts with ‘dig a 
hole. 1 At the moment that 
could be a problem. 

Have you given any 
thought to a rain barrel? I 
have to get mine set up 
again, but it is a great way to 
use water that otherwise just 
goes into the drainage sys¬ 
tem. Ask the town if they are 
going to do anything like this 
to save water - it all helps.

Ponce de Leon’s fountain of youth may no longer be science fiction 


Molecule discov¬ 
ery may open 
new doors to 
anti-aging 

Would Albert Einstein's 
genius have discovered the 
secret of life if he hadn’t 
died at 76 years of age? 

We will never know. But 
for years, in an endeavour to 
extend life, scientists have 
searched for Ponce de 
Leon’s “fountain of youth” 

Now, their discovery of a 
unique molecule, TA-65, 
which is not science fiction, 
has opened new doors to 
this goal. 

In October 2009, 
Elizabeth Blackburn and 
Jack Szistak, received the 
Nobel Prize for their discov¬ 
ery of an enzyme, telom- 
erase, a critically important 
enzyme that protects cells 
from chromosomal damage. 
Human cells divide indefi¬ 
nitely and become immor¬ 
tal if telomerase is activat¬ 
ed. 

Then, in November 2011,

the Journal, Nature, report¬ 
ed that a team of research¬ 
ers at The Harvard Medical 
School had reversed the 
aging process in mice. The 
organs of old mice, equiva¬ 
lent to those of an 80 year 
old human, became young 
again by reactivating the 
enzyme telomerase. 

So why do we age? 
Chromosomes are long 
strands of DNA that contain 
all of our genetic material 
and are capped at each end 
by what’s cdled a telomere, 
like the end of a shoelace. 
But each time a cell divides, 
a small amount of the telom¬ 


ere is lost. Eventually the 
telomere becomes so short 
that it can no longer divide. 
Normally a cell can only 
divide about 50 times before 
it becomes senescent. So 
shortened telomeres are the 
cellular clock of aging. 

Today more than 8,000 
scientific articles have 
reported on the importance 
of telomeres in aging. But 
one peer-reviewed study, 
published in September 
2011, reported on humans 
who were given the telom¬ 
erase activator, TA-65, to 
maintain the normal length 
of telomeres. 

This study carried out on 
men showed that TA-65 
resulted in a rejuvenated 
immune system with fewer 
senescent white blood cells. 
This suggests improved 
immunity protection in the 
elderly. 

As we age we invariably 
experience a gradual decline 
in vision. A 2005 study 
showed that TA-65 has a 
positive effect on the struc¬ 
ture and function of the 
eyes, causing improved 
vision in elderly men. Also 


seen was an improvement 
in the quality of skin. 

The decline in sexual 
function in aging males is 
usually the result of several 
factors.

(the innermost lining of 
blood vessels) to produce 
nitric oxide.

Thousands of 
people have been taking 
TA-65 for as long as five 
years and to my knowledge 
there has not been one case 
of newly diagnosed cancer. 
This fits with the current 
understanding of science 
that when tolomeres get too 
short to protect chromo¬ 
somes, mutations occur 
resulting in cancer. TA-65 is 
designed to keep telomeres 
long and prevent this from 
happening.

Researching this topic of 
TA-65 reminded me of the 
75-year old man who was 
admitted to the hospital suf¬ 
fering from confusion. After 
treatment he started to talk 
coherently and kept repeat¬ 
ing to hospital staff that his 
Mother would take him 
home. Doctors thought he 


was still confused until his 
Mother arrived to take her 
son home! She was 95 and 
had driven 100 miles to pick 
him up. In the future TA-65 
may enable more 95 year 
old Mothers to pick up their 
little boys. 

TA-65 has been certified 
by Health Canada and is 
available through doctors, 
clinics, health food stores 
and www.corenatural.ca.

Council set to okay use of property for sewage facility 


> Wastewater 
management 
facility on 
Lakeshore Road 
expected to reach full 
capacity by 2016 .

Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
Lakeshore Road wastewater 
management facility, which 
serves about 6,500 people, 
is expected to reach its full 
worldng capacity by 2016. 

That’s why councillors at 
Monday’s committee-of- 
the-whole meeting 
approved amending the 


Official Plan so the region 
can build a new wastewater 
treatment facility on 10 
acres of land adjacent to the 
town's existing facility on 
Lakeshore Road. 

The construction will be 
funded by the Region's pub¬ 
lic works capital program. 

The property is also the 
site of two sewage lagoons 
and a wetland, an impor¬ 
tant fish habitat, with near¬ 
by residential homes. 

To the west of the prop¬ 
erty where the new facility 
will be built is Newark Park, 
with access to Lake Ontario. 

The new facility will be 
built on property owned by 
Public Works Canada. 

The site was formerly 
used as a military range and 


training area. 

After both federal and 
provincial assessments were 
completed to examine waste 
water servicing require¬ 
ments for the area, the 
assessments concluded the 
NOTL’s wastewater treat¬ 
ment plant will need an 
upgrade, director of com¬ 
munity and development 
services, told councillors 
during a public meeting on 
Monday. 

Mary Klassen, a resident 
who lives directly across 
from where the new sewage 
facility will be built, told 
councillors she supports a 
new facility during a public 
meeting on Monday. 

However, Klassen told 
councillors she wants to 


know when it would be built 
and whether or not it was at 
full working capacity now. 

Avramovic told Klassen 
the facility is reaching 
capacity. 

Once the decision to 
approve the Official Plan 
amendment is ratified dur¬ 
ing next week's council 
meeting, there will be an 
appeal period. 

If there are no appeals 
from residents, construc¬ 
tion on the new facility 
could begin as early as this 
spring, Avramovic told 
Klassen. 

Lord Mayor David Eke 
said the new facility is a 
"number one priority" for 
the Town and for the

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Electric scooters legal on recreational paths

As the weather improves 
and more people take to the 
recreational paths, they are 
noticing the growing number 
of scooters around town. 

Ebikes are becoming an 
increasingly popular way to 
get around, for both residents 
and tourists—there's no gas to 
pay for; no parking problems, 
no registration and no licence 
or insurance required. Under 


provincial legislation, they are 
considered power-assisted 
bicycles, not motorized vehi- 

An ebike is powered by a 
battery, can go up to 32 kilo¬ 
metres an hour, and is more 
eco-friendly than a car or 
motorcycle, explains ESkoot 
owner Colin Telfer 

The next step up under 
provincial legislation is a lim¬ 
ited-speed motorcycle, with a 
50-cc internal combustion 
engine, which although may 
be referred to as a scooter, is 
considered a motorized vehi¬ 
cle and must stay on the road. 

The problem is, says Telfer, 
'scooter' is a generic term, and 
many people don't under¬ 
stand the difference. They see 
an ebike on a recreational 
path and assume it's not sup¬ 
posed to be there. However, 
according to provincial legis¬ 
lation, that's exactly where it’s 
supposed to be. 

When a vehicle has a top 
speed of 32-kilometres an 
hour, slower than many bicy¬ 
cles, it would be dangerous to 


put it out on Niagara Stone 
Road or a busy street with no 
bike lane, he says. 

While some people have 
complained to him about see¬ 
ing ebikes on the recreational 
paths, it’s mostly because tra¬ 
ditionally, they don't think it 
should be there—nobody's 
ever reported an accident or 
injury of any kind, he says. 

about understanding that 
these power-assisted bikes are 
allowed on bike paths, says 
Telfer. 

Some pedestrians com¬ 
plain about being taken by 
surprise, because the ebikes 

Most appreciate being 
warned by the person on the 
scooter with a helpful "passing 
on the left," he says. 

He takes his scooter from 
the Old Town to Virgil once or 
twice a day, and "if I see two 
people on the path, that's a 
busy day," he says. 

He always slows down and 
calls out the direction he's tak¬ 
ing to pass, and usually gets a 


polite thank you from the 
pedestrian. 

And he suggests to those 
who rent his scooters that they 
do the same, but they don't 
always—likely because they 
come from bigger cities where 
people aren't as friendly and 
don't feel comfortable talking 
to strangers. 

The ebikes are equipped 
with horns, buttheyproduce a 
loud, irritating noise that 
"scares the bejeebers out of 
people," he says. 

His solution is to install 
bike bells on the scooters, 
which he is in the process of 
doing, and recommending 
riders use them. 

The municipality could 
pass a bylaw to distinguish 
between bicycles and ebikes, 
keeping power-assisted bikes 
off the recreational trail. But 
that would force them on to 
Niagara Stone Road, which he 
believes is a safety concern. 

As for the Niagara River 
Parkway recreational trail, the 
Niagara Parks Commission 
can do whatever it chooses as 
far as keeping any vehicle, 
bicycle or ebike, off the path, 
because the trail is on private

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Naval architect to discuss Titanic 


Tragedy still 
. holds a fascina- 
* tion for many, 
100 years later 


As we approach the 100th 
anniversary of the sinking of 
the Titanic, the legend of the 
tragedy, told and retold over 
the years, is one that contin¬ 
ues to fascinate. 

Robert Johnston, a local 
naval architect bom in 
Belfast, has some personal 
insight into the sinking, and 
will will speak about the most 
famous disaster at sea 
Saturday at the St. Davids 
Queenston United Church 
April 14, at 7 p.m. 

From childhood, he was 
fascinated by water and inter¬ 
ested in boats, and on gradu¬ 
ating from high school, began 
an apprenticeship at the 
Belfast shipyards of Harland 
& Wolff, one of the leading 


shipyards in the world, and 
the one where the Titanic 
was built. 

He was just a young man 
at the beginning of his 
career, but many of the men 
he worked with, shipwrights, 
welders and others, had 
worked on the Titanic, and 
had stories to tell, he says. 

It was not only a big shock 
to those who had taken pride 
in their involvement, but also 
a huge blow to their pride, he 
says. 

It was a shock to all—the 
design and construction of 
the ship was very advanced, 
it was the biggest and most 
luxurious ever built, and gar¬ 
nered a huge amount of 
media attention. 

And since then, there has 
been a lot of what he consid¬ 
ers "revisionist" history about 
why the ship sank, including 
talk of defective steel—it 
wasn't, he said. 

It also wasn't a matter of 
any cost-cutting, in crafts¬ 
manship or material, he 

"Everything was the best, 
and these men had built 
many, many ships for White 


Star Line." 

People today are still fas¬ 
cinated by the sinking of a 
ship that was billed as unsink- 
able, at the peak of the indus¬ 
trial age, he says. 

On board were some of 
the wealthiest people in the 
world, including White Star's 
chairman, as well as more 
than 1,000 people emigrating 
to North America for a new 
and better life. 

It was during her maiden 
voyage from England to New 
York City, that die ship hit a 
massive iceberg late on the 
night of April 14,1912. 

The ship had been billed 
as 'unsinkable' due to sixteen 
compartments that were 
believed to be watertight. 
When the ship struck the ice¬ 
berg, six of those compart¬ 
ments were damaged and 
the ship began to take on 
water very rapidly. 

It took about three hours 
for the entire ship to sink in 
the Atlantic Ocean, about 375 
miles away from 
Newfoundland—causing the 
deaths of 1,514 people in one 
of the deadliest peacetime 
disasters in history. There 
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Naval architect Robert Johnston works in his Mary Street office surrounded by marine memora¬ 
bilia, including a watercolour of the Titanic and a model of a vessel he designed for a bid to run 
a tour on the Niagara River.

Explore world of books online

There's a collection of 
books available to library 
users with just the click of 
a mouse. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
library patrons have access 
to a collection of online 
books that can be down¬ 
loaded to home computers 
or to digital readers, says 
Cathy Simpson, chief exec¬ 
utive officer of the library. 

The library has a sub¬ 
scription to Overdrive —an 
online server that is 
accessed by many smaller 
libraries that are a part of 
the Ontario Library 
Consortium. 

The access to this col¬ 
lection is made by possible 


through funding provided 
by the Ontario Ministry of 
Culture, says Simpson. 

Individuals have conve¬ 
nient access to many print 
and audio books and music 
online for a one to two- 
week period. 

Borrowing an e-book is 
the same as borrowing a 
print book, except without 
the hassle of having to 
return it, she said. 

"When you borrow an 
e-book you have it for a 
certain period of time and 
you never have overdue 
fines because it disappears 
from the reader. You never 
have to return it." 

Sharon Whittaker, the 
library's technical services 
assistant, will be teaching 
a class to those interested 
in learning how to access 
the library's Overdrive col- 

Whittaker says she will 
teach people how to find, 
download and transfer 
audiobooks and e-books 
to their portable computer 
devices. 

There has been a grow¬ 
ing trend in using e-read- 


ers, says Whittaker. 

"These classes that are 
being offered are fairly new 
and they are mostly full— 
especially around 
Christmas time when many 
people are given e-readers 
and they might not always 
know how to use them." 

Although the library has 
offered a small collection 
of online books for the past 
five years, Whittaker says 
online books have "really 
begun to take off within 
the last two years," because 
more people are using dig¬ 
ital readers. 

Simpson says of the 
library's collection of mate¬ 
rials, 60 per cent is hard 
copy and 40 per cent is 
through online sources. 

The CEO says she 
expects the trend toward 
using virtual material will 
continue to grow, but it 
won't completely erase the 
value of reading a physical 
copy of a book. 

"Online books will never 
replace the look and feel of 
a book but people will use 
digital readers when it's 
convenient, especially 
when they are

She also credits the staff at 
the community centre for 
doing an "incredible job" of 
helping with the set-up and 
take-down. 

This year, the money 
raised will help with a wish- 
list of resources for the 
school, which is different 
than it has been in the past. 

It's the nursery school's 
first year in their new loca¬ 
tion, and in previous years, 
they were often fundraising 
for capital projects—espe¬ 
cially the year they had a 
flood at the Kinsmen Scout 
Hall, and needed new car¬ 
peting, among many other 
items. 

After that, they were 
unable to get insurance, so 
they always had a nest-egg to 
keep up for any other major 
needs that might have come 
along, but when they moved 
to the community centre, 
they used everything they 
had saved to purchase new 
playground equipment—and 
that was with financial sup¬ 
port from the town's com¬ 
munity centre fundraising 
committee, which exceeded 
its goal and was able to direct 
some help their way. 

So this year, they are start¬ 
ing from scratch, without 
their financial security blan¬ 
ket. 

And with more students 
enrolled than ever before— 
the move to the new com¬ 
munity centre produced a 
'build it and they will come' 
effect, Janzen says—they 
need to build their resourc-

help out, and an aquarium. 

And with the success of 
Saturday's Bunny Trail, she 
expects a big dent to be made 
in that list.
